No Special Railroad Restric- 
tions Against Shows 


Service Will Be Just as It Was 
Before the War 


Transportation of War Materi- 
al Only Given Preference 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 4.—The rail- 
road equipment of the country during 
the coming season under Government 
control and operation will be utilized 
in every way possible consistent with 
the war’s needs in providing transpor- 
tation facilities for circiises and car- 
nivals, which are now “chafing at the 
bit” in their eagerness to get on the 
road. This statement of the attitude 
of the Director-General of Railroads, 
Mr. McAdoo, is official, and comes right 
from his offices in the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission Building, where all 
railroad matters are handled. There 
will be no especial restrictions placed 
against circuses and carnivals. In the 
opinion of those assistants of the Di- 
rector-General in charge of transpor- 
tation details the service provided cir- 
cuses, carnivals and any other amuse- 
ment companies requiring extensive 
equipment will be “just as it has been 
before,” or before the war started and 
disturbed conditions so greatly in 
every walk of life. 


Naturally, the transportation of sup- 
plies and of soldiers and sailors will 


. come first, not only ahead of amuse- 
* ment equipment, but of everything else, 


so that there will be ne discrimination. 
But, due to the rapidly improving 
weather conditions and the easing up 
of the congestion on railroad tracks 
thruout the Northeast, East and Mid- 
dle West, the outlook is such as to jus- 
tify proprietors of road shows in get- 
ting ready for their usual tours and 
Without any disturbing thoughts as to 
inability to get transportation facili- 
ties. 

The big point is that there will not 
be any discrimination again&t this 
class of transportation. The Director- 
General of Railroads, like the Presi- 
dent, is strongly of the view that in 
times such as these the people of all 
Sections, cities and rural districts alike, 
need a tonic such as can be furnished 
by clean amusements. Therefore, the 
inclination of those in highest places 
is, first, to encourage amusement, and 
this will be done in the direction 
of railroad transportation primarily 
wherever possible.

DEATH TAKES 
WIDELY-KNOWN 
PUBLICITY AND 
THEATRICAL MAN 


Leander Richardson Dies After 
Short Illness of Pneumonia 


Was Connected for Many Years 
With Brady Enterprises 


Credited With Introducing 
Theatrical News in Dailies 


New York, Feb. 4—Leander Rich- 
ardson, the well-known author, dra- 
matic editor and critic and publicity 
man, died last Saturday morning at 
his home in this city, 128-West Forty- 
seventh street. Death was the result 
of pneumonia. He was taken ill eleven 
days ago, and had been in an uncon- 
scious condition since last Wednesday. 
He was 62 years of age. His*wife was 
at his bedside when death overtook 
him. 


Mr. Richardson was one of the most 
widely known theatrical and newspa- 
per men in the country, and had a 
notable career. The son of Mary 
Louise and Albert D. Richardson, he 
was born February 28, 1856, in Cin- 
cinnati, O., where he received his edu- 
cation. 

His first connection with the the-‘ 
atrical profession was as editor of The 
New York Dramatic News, a weekly 
publication, working in that capacity 
from 1891 to 1896. From 1896 to 1900 
he was on the editorial staff of The 
Morning Telegraph, and subsequently 
became editor of The New York En- 
quirer. He then engaged in publicity 
work, associating himself with Wil- 
liam A. Brady as g™eral press repre- 
sentative. Later he became general 
manager for William A. Brady's stage 
productions, and for the past three 
years until his death was publicity di- 
rector for the World Film Corporation, 
of which Mr. Brady was general di- 
rector until last week, when he re- 
signed. 

The deceased was a brilliant, force- 
ful writer, and was credited with be- 
ing the first man to introduce theatrical 
chat into the New York papers. Much 
amusement gossip appeared over his 
signature in various papers until this 
form of contribution became a regu- 
lar department of every paper in New 
York. 

Among the novels of which he was 
the author were The Dark City, Lord 
Dunmersley, As Ye Sow, and the follow- 
ing works from his pen were adapted 
to the American stage: Olivette, the 
Snake Charmer; Anselma and The 
Nominee. He was also the author of

Have No Complaint To Make About

NEW BILLS INTRODUCED 


Albany, N. Y., Feb. 2.—Two bills pertaining 
to amusements were introduced in the Legis- 
lature this week. One was by Assemblyman 
Peter J. Hamill of New York City, which makes 
it a misdemeanor for theaters and other places 
of amusement which advertise a program of 
acts for one performanec and repeat any act or 
number without giving all other numbers on 
such program during any one performance. The 
other bill was introduced by Assemblyman Mark 
Goldberg of New York, and requires the pro- 
moter of a charity benefit entertainment or ex- 
hibition in New York City to be licensed by 
the Commissioner of Licenses where such pro-

MANY SHOWS WILL CUT THE 


SEASON SHORT 


Some Producers Have Already Given Orders To 
Bring Their Shows in Ahead of Regular 
Closing—Disposition Seems To Be To 
Watch Conditions and Play Safe 


New York, Feb, 2.—Burlesque producers have 
informally adopted the slogan: ‘‘Watch condi- 
tions and play safe."’ While their business has 
not yet suffered to an extent which would war- 
rant them feeling any great concern, they are, 
nevertheless, much alarmed over future con- 
ditions, and they have no intentions of being 
caught in any such avalanche as engulfed them 
in the latter part of the season of 1914-15. 

It was learned this week that several of the 
producers have already given orders to their 
managers to bring their shows in the last of 
April. The season proper closes on May 1S, so 
that thexe producers will curtail their season 
by two or three weeks. It is expected that 
many more shows will decide on the same 
oourse, and that the middle of April will find 
the various organizations dropping out of the 
running in great numbers, How many of them 
wiil do so will depend on the conditions which 
develop from now on, but even at its best, the 
season in burlesque promises to wind up in the 
chaotic manner which characterized the bad 
senscn of 1914-715. 

The experience of producers in that season 
was that the shows which beld out to the last 
found the closing weeks most unsatisfactory 
and that those. which closed earlier bad the 
laugh on them, Many of the theaters, which 
found themselves deprived of shows for the last 
few weeks of the seuson because the shows 
scheduled to play these weeks had dropped out, 
made an attewpt to keep open to the last. 
Some of these houses which played No, 1 at 
tractions booked some of the better shows of 
the No. 2 Circuit, but in every instance the 
business did net warrant the effort. The drop- 
ping of some of the shows, however, seriously 
upsets the circuit and house schedules, and it 
would seein better all around, if conditions prove 
uusatisfactory, if the official season be curtailed 
instead of some of the shows dropping out and 
others continuing. 

The burlesyue shows have made a great deal 
of money this season, they are still playing 10 
a profitable business, and it would seem as tho 
certain of the producers are showing themselves 
unduly weak-kneed. If the circuit officials 
sec that business is still maintaining a falr

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FOLLOWING THE LINE 
OF LEAST RESISTANCE 


Mistake Often Made by Per- 
formers Securing New Mate- 
rial—Should Be Better 
Posted on Music Field 


Performers all too frequently follow the line 
of least resistance in securing new material. 
Even when in our largest cities a certain in- 
ertia causes some who should know better to 
remain away from publishers’ offices until 
sought out by ‘“‘outside men’’ and pampered and 
flattered into pay:ng a v's:t to certain offices. 

From an idealistic standpoint this indifference 
of the performer would be sublime if it repre- 
seuted real activity instead of passivity. It 
would be nice to picture performers as discrim- 
inating individuals who judge publishers by 
the!r output rather than by the amount of noise 
made, and who select material impartially, gk d- 
ly accepting what the smallest publisher offers, 
provided it is meritorious. 

Performers usually haven't the slightest idea 
of how many publishers are in business—nor 
have they learned that the song most inac- 
cessible is frequently the best for their purposes 
—save in a general way. Noise and fourflush 
are sometimes important elements in their own 
climb to fame and it seems that they respond 
to the persuacive qualities of these influences 
when seeking their most important material 
~—SOngs. 

This has had a two-fold effect. It has led 
publishers to use far more advertising space 
thah would advertisers in any other field in 
agnouncing new songs—and it has led per- 
formers to accept superlatives in such a com- 
Placent manner that copy-writers run the eniire 
gamut of extravagant claims without awaken- 
ing more than lukewarm interest, 

Performers of the higher strata frequently ob- 
Ject because of the manner in which the army 
of actianders pester them behind stage. Yet, 
when it is reflected that publishers realize how 


little performers keep informed regarding what, 


is going on in the publishing field, publishers 
ean hard!y be blamed for resorting to ex- 
traordinary measures in the endeavor to bring 
the merits of their offerings to the perform- 
ers’ attention. 

Yet the light in which each stands in the eyes 
of the other is hardly complimentary. It is 
not pleasant to contemplate publishers regarding 
performers as prey—and it is hardly less discon- 
eerting to find performers looking upon pub- 
lishers’ representatives as ‘‘pests,’’ particularly 
when the publisher dedicates much of his effort 
in the interest of singers, 

Mere expressions of impatience at publishers’ 
overzeal do singers no good whatever. They 
(the singers) must realize that they them- 
selves are responsible for much that is un- 
pleasant in present conditions. When the per- 
formers educate themselves in contemporary 
music to a point that will cause the publisher to 
realize that he cannot announce songs as if 
he were selling bogus stock to easily influenced 
“suckers’’ the publishers’ methods of approach 
will amount to something more than empty 
braggadocio. 

Performers owe it to themselves to know 
what’s going on in the world that means so 
much to them. They must have a broader field 
of information of announcementts emanating 
from the publishers, which, na‘urally, are pre- 
pared from a standpoint of self-interest only. 


SPILLARD AIDS GOVERMENT

THE AMATEUR’S THREAT 


The way these fellows steal my songs is really quite a shame. They use the words, the 
rhymes, the thoughts that ought to win me fame. You noticed Irving Berlin rhyme two good 
words, ‘‘walk’’ and ‘‘talk.’’ Well, I conceived of using them when Berlia was a gawk. But if 
you’d put me in a crowd with Berlin, I declare, the bunch would rush to meet him—AND NO- 
BODY’D KNOW I'M THERE, 

Gus Kahn has written lots of songs, and some are mighty fine, but I admit the best of his 
are very much like mine. Just take his Pretty Baby, it was quite a hit no doubt—well, I used 
“‘Baby’’ long ago, but left the ‘‘Pretty’’ out. Yet if you’d put me in a crowd with Gus Kahn, 
I declare, the bunch would rush to meet him—AND NOBODY’D KNOW I'M THERE. 

Take H. Von Tilzer’s melodies, they hold many a note that I have used time and again in 
wondrous songs I wrote. He never blushed when he would use these notes conceived by me, 
in fact he’d often have his songs dished up in the same key. Yet if you’d put me in a room with 
Harry, I declare, the bunch would rush to meet him—AND NOBODY'D KNOW I'M THERE. 

But some day I w'll show them it’s not wise to imitate the style and the construction of the 
really, truly great. I’ll write my hits so quickly they'll be famous long before these jealous imi- 
tators get a chance to look them o’er, Then if you put me in a room with all these guys, I swear, 
the bunch will rush to meet me—AND NOBODY'’LL KNOW THEY’RB THERE.—CASPER

Personality usually refers to the magnetic qualities of an individual, but there are publishing 
firms which so closely adhere to a given type of output that their issues may be said to possess 
**personality.’’ Performers learn to respect their imprints for definite types of material. In the 
days when Maurice Shapire guided what is now known as Shapiro, Bernstein & Co. the firm was 
trusted implicitly for th® market’s best ballads, particularly when Herbert Ingraham was prepar- 
ing them. The Snyder concern established an enviable reputation for fast ‘‘rags.’" Witmark had 
wonderful numbers adhering to higher realms. The Remick concern adapted itself to changing 
conditions, always competing capably with any reigning types. Today the differentiation in output 
is not so pronounced—and the conditon is cause for regret. When publishers lose their individuality 
performers lose interest in individual concerns to a corresponding degree.

Florence Easton, 


English-American 


Florence Easton has ‘‘arrived’’ at the Metro- 
politan, New York. It has been a long, steep 
climb, via years of study, light opera with 
Hlenry Savage, concerts, grand opera at Covent 
Garden, London; the Royal Opera, Berlin; the 
Grand Opera, Hamburg, and the Chicago Opera, 
Chicago, but she has ‘‘arrived’’? and that is 
the important fact. 


In the past American singers, no matter what 
their experience and capabilities, have had not 
a little to overcome in approaching the manage- 
ment of our great opera organizations—not so 
much as before the war, it is true, but still 
enough to make the obstacles seem almost in 
superable to many artists. But by persistence 
Miss Easton finally overcame all hindrances and 
got her hearing at the Metropolitan, and hav- 
ing secured it she made good, and her standing 
among Mr. Gatti-Casazza’s stars is now beyond 
peradventure. 


Florence Easton Maclennan was born in York- 
shire, England, and as a very young child 
showed remarkable ability as a pianist. She 
accompanied her parents (who were well known 
concert singers in England and Canada) and 
even sang at one of their concerts before she 
was seven, Miss Easton went with her parents 
to Toronto, Can., where she began her piano 
work with Professor J. D. A. Irysp, and ap- 
peared as soloist at one of his concerts when 
only 11 years of age. Later on she returned to 
England and continued her studies at the Royal 
Academy of London, Ter plano master was so 
enthusiastic about her work that he wanted 
her to give up vocal lessons and devote all her 
time to piano, but the reice proved in the end 
to be bigger talent. Miss Easton then went to 
Paris and studied for a year with Elliott Has- 
lain, intending to make a French career, but 
the sudden death of her father changed all her 
plans, and she returned to England and made 
her debut at Corent Garden, London, with the 
Moddy Manners Opera Company. She sang with 
this company for two years, as lyric soprano, 
and there met and married Francis Maclennan, 
the tenor. Miss Easton made her debut in Amer- 
ica in Boston as ‘“Gilda’’ In Rigoletto with 
Henry W. Savage, and then sang this role in 
nearly every big city in the United States and 
Canada, making a phenomenal success. The 
following year she sang Madame Butterfly, when 
it was first produced in New York, making a 
name for herself as ‘‘Cho Cho San.’ The fol- 
lowing year she and her husband went to Ber- 
lin, where they were engaged at the Royal Opera 
House for six years, then for three years in 
Hamburg. During the nine years in Germany 
Miss Easton went every year, for six or eight 
weeks, to England, giving guest performances, 
also to Antwerp for concerts. During the sea- 
sons of 1916-1917 Miss Easton was a success 
in Chicago as ‘‘Butterfly,”’ ‘‘Nedda”’ and ‘‘Brun- 
hilde”’, being acclaimed the finest voiced of 
Campanini’s song birds. Miss Easton and her 
husband have also created no little interest in 
the musical world this past season, giving Duet 
Recitals, 

Recently Miss Easton very successfully created 
the leading role of the Metropolitan Opera 
Company's production of St. Elizabeth, and she 
shortly after was asked by a leading New York 
daily if she thought having children of her own 
had an influence on her beautiful portrayal of 
the role of “‘stage mother.” 


“I hadn’t thought of that,’’ she quickly re- 
sponded, ‘‘I do believe that a woman’s expe- 
rience at home with her own children might be 
of some influence on the behavior of stage 
children. For instance, you will recall that 
“Elizabeth”? had two little tots. The children 
east for the part were at an age that made it 
rather difficult to impress them with the serious- 
ness of the part. One little girl especially for 
the first few rehearsals would continually giggle 
—and at the wrong time. After being repri- 
manded several times to no avail I took her 
aside one day and tried the usually successful 
method of appealing to her imagination— 
children, you know, are veterans when it comes 
to imagining things. So I asked her whether 
she would laugh if her own papa went to war. 


Her big. blue eyes darkened as she replied that 
she wouldn’t. I explained that she must think 
of her stage papa as being her real one, and 
when he kissed her good-by and went away 
on his horse she might never see him again. 
Think how terrible it would be. I ended, if you 
were never to see your own, It worked like 
magic. At the next rehearsal she had sobered, 
and two or three times her eyes looked a bit 
dim. I thought, however, it was my imagina- 
tion in full play. But not soon after she had

rose to trniy great heights of pathos in the final 
scene. ‘‘No adjectives,’’ says one critic, ‘‘are 
too strong to use in praise of her work as Lodo- 
letta,”’ 

Thus one more American girl—altho English 
born—becomes a Metropolitan Opera House star. 
The day of the American singer is rapidly be- 
coming a realization. 


AT THE FOUNTAIN HEAD 


Despite the brilliant and spectacular entrance 
of the Chicago Opera Company into New York to 
remain temporarily, the great Metropolitan still 
remains the one great fountain head of music in 
America, and it wou:d be impossible to dim the 
luster of this great institution by the temporary 
visits of outside companies no matter how cuom-

finished sbe came over to me and whispered 
sweetly: ‘I very nearly cried that time.’ ”’ 

The second performance of Lodoletta, at the 
Metropolitan in January, found Florence Easton 
singing the title role in place of Miss Farrar, 
who was ill, It was a hard test to take at 
short notice for a singer new to the company, as 
was Miss Easton, and quite without stage or 
orchestra rehearsal, but she came thru the test 
triumphantly. With Miss Farrar’s voice in the 
condition which it has been all this season the 
hynors on the vocal side, both for quality of 
tone and singing, according to the New 
York critics, all went to Miss Easton. Nor 
was her acting of the role one whit beliind that 
of her predecessor—in fact in many points, say 
the critics, the part was drawn much more in 
accordance with the librettist’s idea than by 
Miss Farrar. 

Miss Easton's fresh simplicity was delightful 
in the first act. In the second the awakening of 
knowledge after Gianotto reveals to her the 
village gossip was strikingly depicted in the 
scene with Flammen, and in the third act ehe 


petent. The Metropolitan can therefore look 
with complacence upon the visits of all other 
companies to New York. 

The past week at the Metropolitan has been a 
brilliant one, even more brilliant than  ordi- 
narily. Mr. Caruso has appeared three times, 
Miss Farrar once, Florence Easton twice, besides 
the appearance of Martinelli, Muzio and a large 
number of others of the dazzling array of 
Metropolitan artists, and the attendance has 
never been better despite the fact that the 
Chicago Opera Company was attracting no little 
attention. After all is said and done the Met- 
ropolitan is now, and will remain for some time 
to come, the fountain head of music in this 
country. 

This week’s program at the Metropolitan has 
as its chief feature the revival of Meyerbeer’s 
Le Prophete on Thursday night, with Enrico 
Caruso and Mme. Margarete Matzenauer in the 
big roles. New Yorkers will be cordial to the 
Chicago Company and attend their performances 
in large numbers, but their loyalty to the great 
Metropolitan remains as ever. 


CHICAGO GRAND OPERA IN NEW 
YORK 


The much heralded season of the Chicago 
Grand Opera Company in New York, headed by 
Mr. Campanini and his array of brilliant artists, 
opened at the Lexington Avenue Opera Ilouse 
Wednesday evening, January 22, with Monna 
Vanna, having Mary Garden and Lucien Mura- 
tore in the title roles. A very large audience 
greeted the visitors, according them a hearty 
welcome to the metropolis, 

Lucien Muratore, Mary Garden, Rosa Raisa 
and Genevieve Vix carried off the honors of the 
week, altho it is difficult to especially particu- 
larize amidst such an array of competent artists. 

The greatest interest, however, in the visit 
of the Chicago Company, was centered upon 
Monday night, January 28, when the famous 


Galli-Curci made her first appearance. New 
York was eager and expectant, in fact had 


been on the qui vive all week, considering the 
first four nights of the opera as a sort of a 
prolog to the coming of the great Galll-Curci. 

The Chicago prima donna did not disappoint 
them, Trilling like a bird she set 4,000 New 
Yorkers, who had crowded the house to its ut- 
most capacity, on their feet, with an ovation 
that city has net seen the like of in a good 
many years. Moreover it was an ovation fairly 
and honestly won by the prima donna. Thus 
Galli-Curci broke the Knickerbocker Ice. 

The big scene in the second act started a 20- 
minute ovation, and the opera was stopped while 
Galli-Curci responded to fifteen or twenty cur- 
tain bows. 

Speaking of her work The New York Times 
refers to Mmes. Melba and Sembrich as two of 
the greatest coloratura sopranos who ever lived, 
but say that it is no disloyalty to them to re- 
mark that the newcomer has some wonderful 
qualities no other artist in the last generation 
has possessed. 

The Chicago Opera Company’s season in New 
York will be particularly memorable because of 
the new artists introduced to New York. The 
season gives promises of being a big success 
both artistically and financially. 


DAVID ADMITS IT 


A week or so ago there was printed on a 
concert page of The Billboard the following lit- 
tle squib: “Even David Bispham makes mis- 
takes, but will ‘David’ admit it?’ 

The following letter has been received from 
Mr. Bispham: 

“Concert Editor Billboard—Referring to the 
enclosed clipping from your valued paper allow 
me to say that I do admit it whenever I ‘make 
mistakes,’ which will be seen by the enclosed, 
which you are at liberty to publish if you. care 
to. Very truly yours, David Bispham.” 

Here is Mr. Bispham’s etory: 

“For all the many operas, hundreds of ora- 
torios and thousands of songs I have sung, my 
memory has to be carefully watched, and I 
dare not allow my attention to be distracted, 
when before an audience, by faces of men or of 
clocks which sometimes stare one out of counte- 
nance in concert halls, or indeed by anything 
which might take my mind off the performance 
in hand, 

“An amusing thing happened recently when, 
in the midst of Harriet Ware’s gem, A Boat 
Song, my eye happened to catch that of a friend 
who sat toward the front of the hall, My slip- 
pery mind immediately slid into a train of recol- 
lections, and with the sliding my tongue slipped 
and I made a mistake, which landed me in still 
another, but I went on as if nothing had bap- 
pened, The song contains the line, ‘lazily, 
drowsily sway, little boat,’ etc, but I, with 
sceming composure, lilted leisurely into ‘lowsily, 
drasily bay little «woat!’ 

“The following morning, in The Sun, William 
J. Henderson remarked, apropos of my concert, 
‘Mr. Bispham’s memory played him false at 
one point in the program; but then, no one 
makes mistakes with such authority as Mr. 
Bispham!’ ’’

Instead they appeared before Cap- 
tain Judels, head of the recruiting bureau of 
the Metropolitan, declaring that they would re- 
fuse to perform their military duties in con- 
nection with the gala reception of Radames 
unless their pay was immediately advanced from 
50 cents to $1. . 

Captain Judels replied that the regular pay 
of private ‘‘supers’’ in the Metropolitan army

Mr. Appelbaum was indignant and made the 
following statement: 

“I object strenuously to being placed in a 
false position by Mr. Hamlin's action,’’ declared 
Mr. Appelbaum yesterday. ‘‘He either misin- 


terpreted or misunderstood completely what I 
said, and I defy him rightly to construe my ex- 
pressions at Carnegie as breathing pacifism in 
any sense of the term today.”

R WINS RIGHT TO SUE 


Enemy aliens are greatly relieved as a result 
of the ruling made by Supreme Court Justice 
Gavegan, of New York, last week in favor of 
Margarette Arndt-Ober’s right to sue the Metro- 
politan Opera Company, even tho the United 
States is at war with Germany. The court re- 
fused to dismiss her complaint or stay the pro- 
ceedings upon the ground that she is an alien 
enemy. 

Mme. Arndt-Ober, prima donna contralto, sued 
the opera company for $50,000 damages, charg- 
ing breach of the company’s contract to employ 
her for five years. The company contended the 
contract provides for suspension of service of 
the employee in case of war. To sustain this 
contention it classified the opera star as an 
“enemy alien,’’ prohibited from exercising civil 
rights here within the ‘meaning of the Trading 
With the Enemy Act. Mme. Ober may now pro- 
ceed with her suit.

DINORAH 


Dinorah, the opera in which Mme. Galli-Curci 
made her brilliant debut in New York last week, 
is dated 1859 in Paris and had its American pro- 
duction in New York November 24, 1864, with 
Cordier, Brignoli and Amodio. It was sung by 
Iima di Mursha at Booth’s Theater in 1867, re- 
peated in 1879, with Marimon and Italo Cam- 
panini, and in 1882 with Patti. The Metropoli- 
tan revived it in 1892 for Marie Van Zandt, as 
Oscar Hammerstein did in 1907 for Tetrazzini. 

The plot, it has been said, is “‘utterly ab- 
surd,’* a not unheard of thing on the lyrie stage. 
It concerns a demented girl seeking a runaway 
lover, and the hero himself, who, contrary to 
operatic precedent, is a baritone, is supposed to 
spend a year hunting for imaginary treasure in 
*‘a haunted place.”” There is a weak-kneed bag- 
piper, the tenor, and a huntsman, the bass. 
These complete the principal characters. The 
action takes place in Brittany, where the heroine, 
a maid of the village of Ploermel, is about to 
be wedded to the goat tender, Hoel. A storm 
destroys her father’s house, and, hoping to re- 
build it, Hoel departs to scek the wherewithal. 
Dinorah, thinking herself deserted, goes mad 
and wanders over the country with her faithful 
goat. 


IS IT POSSIBLE? 


It is reported that the German government has 
offered to pay to the family of Enrique Gra- 
nados, the Spanish composer, the sum of 666,000 
pesetas ($119,880) as an indemnity for the loss 
of the father, who was drowned when tbe 
British steamer Sussex was torpedoed by a Ger- 
man submarine last March. It is stated that 
Senor Granados’ family was poorly provided for 
at the time of his death, and altho he had re- 
ceived a considerable sum for the right to pro- 
duce his opera he had been paid in gold and the 
money was in a belt about his waist when he 
was drowned. 


SPANISH TCNOR MAKES DEBUT 


A young Spanish tenor, Hipolito Lazaro, made 
his North American debut at the Metropolitan 
Opera House, New York, last Thursday evening 
as the Duke in Rigoletto. General Manager 
Giulio Gatti-Cassazza made the occasion @ sort of 
a Spanish evening, as it marked the reappear- 
ance of the Spanish coloratura soprano, Mme.

EVEN THE STARS COULDN'T 


READ WHAT CRITICS SAID 


Eulogistic Notices Were Worthless, for No One 
Could Purchase a Newspaper—Theatrical Peo- 
ple Learn at Last That Publicity Is Not 
Necessarily Always Publicity 


New York, Feb. 2.—‘‘When is publicity not 
publicity?” 

The question was answered once for all time 
‘this week, The New York newspapers were pub- 
lished as usual this week, but, as far as the 
average New Yorker was concerned, they might 
as well not have been. It was as hard to pro- 
cure a New York newspaper as it is to get the 
proverbial ‘‘hen’s teeth.”’ 

The trouble was caused by a general strike 
of newsboys and newsdealers when the New 
York papers raised their price to two cents and 
failed to give the dealers the percentage they 
figured they ought to have. Newsstands were 
shut up, most of them declining to sell maga- 
zines even. A boy or man who had the audacity 
to attempt to sell a newspaper on the street— 
outside of a Socialist organ, which seized the 
opportunity to thrust itself to the front—had 
it made so uncomfortable for him that he ter- 
minated his business career almost imme- 
diately. 

One positively found himself up against it 
and absolutely unable to procure a newspaper. 
Therefore it is plain to be seen that the ad- 
vertisers’ returns from his advertising must 
have been curtailed somewhat, 

This was an important theatrical week. It 
marked the opening of some of the season's 
biggest attractions. Columns of laudatory no- 
tices were written on these shows, but only a 
chosen few were permitted to read them. These 
criticisms written in the white-heat of inspira- 
tion, these eulogistic masterpieces, these poetic 
marvels from the critic’s pen were born to waste 


their fragrance on the desert air. Nobody saw 
them but the critic, the editor, the Linotype 


operator, the proofreader and a few others, who, 
by hook or by crook, stormed the trenches and 
obtained, at the risk of their lives, what or- 
dinarily they were able to procure for one in- 
significant copper. 

A great star arose from his feverish slumbers 
Tuesday morning, and prepared to read what the 
New York critics said about him. His faithful 
valet came in and dramatically announced that 
no papers could be procured for love or money. 
Acquainted with the full situation the star 
dressed and passed out into the cold, lightless 
streets of the great city. 

The great star, accustomed to make almost 
every knee bow to him, found himself for the 
first time in his life doing a ‘“‘single,’? as he 
paraded the uninviting streets, now abandoned 
except for the denizens of the underworld and 
the riff-raff, who the night before had been un- 
able to get even the price of a stopover in a 10- 
cent lodging house. From newspaper office to 
newspaper office the great star stalked, and, at 
last exhausted, he arrived home and sat down to 
read what the papers said about him. After all

All of which goes to show that publicity is 
not always publicity, that a boost cannot always 
boost and that a murderous criticism does not 
always kill.

The second of the Garfieldian Mondays has 
come and gone, and with its passing has left 
«bow business the same unsolvsble mystery, the 
same uncertain gamble that it's always been. 
For the first of these enforced holidays the 
Shubert houses in New York, comprising about 
forty per cent of the total number of first-class 
theaters in that city, scheduled special matinees 
at short notice, and, to the surprise, d-lght or 
envy of all, did capacity business almost every- 
where, Where there were attractions that bad 
little drawing. power of their own they were 
taken care of by the overflow from other houses. 
The evening receipts fell below the extrava- 
gant expectations evoked by these matinees, but 
Old Brother Alibi was on the job, pointing 
out that transportation facilities were bad that 
night, the weather and the short notice and con- 
sequent absence of advance sale—an item the 
more pronounced by the reason that until Satur- 
day it had been supposed that there would be 
no evening performances at all—conspiring to 
satisfy the managers that the shortcomings in 
the evening receipts would be rectified when 
the next holiday Monday came around. 

But the second Monday caused amazement. 
There were matinees everywhere; even those 
who feared offending the powers that he by in- 
stityting them yielding to. their desire for 
“gravy.” And instead of capacity houses the 
theaters thruout the city averaged about fifty 
per cent capacity. In other words the gross 
business was about the same the city over as it 
bad been the week before, but instead of being 
concentrated in about half the houses it was 
spread out among them all. And the evening, 
despite the sale of the week preceding, seemed 
to run below the first holiday Monday all over. 
The weather was not, of course, ideal; there 
had been car-blocks during the day, but on the 
whole there was little to be inferred but that 
this particular Monday was not to be regarded 
theatrically as anything more than an unusual- 
ly good week day. As a holiday it was a frost. 

Of course these Garfield Mondays are not out- 


loss of a day’s work. The day was a big one 
for the picture houses, which, however, lost a 
day, for they are open now six instead of seven 
days, tho, of course, the closing means for 
them the saving of a day’s rentals and much ad- 
ditional expense. The poprfar-priced houses, 
vaudeville and other cheaper forms of enter- 
talnment aldo reported a good day. But for the 
legitimate it was a day of bitter disappoint- 
ment, 

The third holiday may tell another story. 
The more extraordinary turns of events you wit- 
ness in this crazy game of ours the less quali- 
fied you feel to predict the direction the next 
one of them will take. 

The extraordinary success of Seven Days’ 
Leave, playing at popular prices at the Park 
Theater, which is considered by many an out-of- 
the-way house, vindicates three of our pet the- 
ories—first, that a play working on the patriotic 
enthusiasm of its public not only performs a 
national service, but is a wonderful commercial 
proposition at the moment; second, that the 


vindicates a theory of ours. We were advised 
by dozens of well-wishers to change the title

comedy, demonstrates the fact that he knows 
good problem plays and has known the sort of 
trite situations to eliminate. We have had a 
great many problem plays in the last decade, 
and when we term this a problem play, dealing 
with an intricate domestic situation, prejudice 
before seeing it is likely to be against it, just 
because it is a problem play. Mr. Stevens, how- 
ever, has evolved a situation which is something 
new in problem plays. 

Usually in a problem play of this general type 
some one of the persons involved is a decidedly 
unsympathetic character. The novelty of this 
is that each of the four is decidedly human, 
with the balance of sympathy well divided. Cap- 
tain Lord John Durth is painted a bit different 
from most young Emglishmen who have been 
seen in plays of this kind. He is a much more 
likable fellow, probably because poor young Eng- 
lish noblemen are more highly considered in this 
country in wartime, especially if they have a 
wound in the arm. Strangely enough, we are al- 
lowed to forget all about the war element, which 
is, as a matter of fact, quite incidental to the 
play. 

Altho the first act moved rather slowly, the 
building up of the situation to be revealed in 
the next was sufficient to keep the attention 
well centered. The second and the final act 
were indeed gripping—altho that is too trite an 
expression for a problem play with as new ideas 
as this. 

Bertha Mann, in the role of Mary Heath, 
played her part with fine poise. Howard Hick- 
man, as Ogd.n Heath, and Belle Bennett, as 
Nora Barrett, demonstrated the fact that their 
recent work for quite a while in films has not 
spoiled them for the speaking stage. 

Richard Dix played the tipsy and ardent 
lover with as good a characterization as any in 
the show. Harland Tucker was especially well 
cast as Captain Lord John Durth, the English- 
man. Altho Belle Bennett had little to do until 
the last act, her emotional work then grasped 
most of the attention. The big scene of the play 
—the meeting of Ogden and Mary Heath at the 
bedside of Nora Barrett—was probably unusu- 
ally well written and acted.

The Park Theater is only a few blocks away 
from the Century, tho it is slightly better lo- 
cated as far as lines of transportation go.

Hott’s, Byes of Youth; Cort, Flo-Flo; Criterion, 
Happiness; Republic, Parlor, Bedroom and Bath, 
and Cohan & Harris, A Tailor-Made Man. 

All theaters reported most of their sales were 
made at the box office. There was little advance 
sale. All burlesque; vaudeville and moving pic- 
ture theaters and the Hippodrome, where two or 
more performances a Guy were 
packed. 

The night crowds in theaters of all kinds were 
about the usual Monday night size.

It's pretty cold now, as the 
trenches are full of snow, and it’s bard to keep 
your feet warm, but the old days keep coming 
into my mind.’”’

An Ideal Convention City — Co-operation and 
Construction Have Achieved Marvels— 
The Chamber of Commerce 


While attending the Young Men’s Business 
Association’s annual banquet at Bloomington, 
Ill., the Bloomington boost spirit was so con- 
tagious that it soon had the writer’s blood up 
to 104 and still rising, so we began to take note. 
We went out over the city to gather a few 
facts for ourselves and here is what came to 
us from all sides: 

Bloomington’s really great feat was accom- 
plished when four years ago the commercial in- 


terests, professional men and manufacturers 


joined hands and grabbed a local traveling sales- 


man—J. H. Hudson—from tlie road and set him 
to work selling Bloomington. At that time the 
Chamber of Commerce was largely a name; it 
lacked life, pep and purpose. Today this as- 
sociation is one of the most active bodies to be 
found anywhere in this country. 


COMMERCIAL CLUB 


They have a membership of more than 650, 
which includes the great majority of the busi- 
ness and professional men of the city. These 
men are working together better than they ever 
have before, and the results of their labor and 
co-operation are plainly to be seen thruout city 
and State. They have never been a blue-sky, 
factory-grabbing association, but have devoted 
more of their time to the betterment of their 
own city. 

The association has assisted many of the 
smaller factories, and, in fact, a few years ago, 
when the one big industry, the Chicago & 
Alton shops, which employ from 1,500 to 2,000 
men, had gotten to the point where they had 
completely outgrown their quarters and were in 
need of additional ground on which to build their 
mammouth shops and extend their ever-increas- 
ing business, this organization raised funds of 
$175,000, purchased the land required, and se- 
eured this institution for Bloomington forever 
and a day. 

The payroll of the Chicago & Alton Railroad 
Co. in Bloomington for 1917 amounted to about 
$3,000,000, the majority of which was, of course, 
spent in that city with its own merchants. 
and had it not been for the united action of the 
association a few years ago this plant un- 
doubtedly would have moved elsewhere. 

This association is devoting a great “deal of 
time to war activities, and has completed a 
county organization with a good, live chairman 
and a committee of ten in each township ana 
voting precinct in the city, and when there is 
work to do, such as the sale of Liberty Bonds or 
any work of this kind, it can start the ma- 
chinery over the county right from the office. 


BETTER FARMING 


Three years ago it established the McLean 
County Better Farming Association, which now 
numbers 600 members. The County Farm Ad- 
viser occupies offices witii the Association of 
Commerce, and by this means the farmers and 
business men are brought together in a closer 
relationship, and good feeling has been estab- 
lilshed between these two classes. The work 
of the Better Farming Association, thru the 
County Adviser, has increased the year's yields 
of the farmers many thousands of dollars: in 
fact. it would be hard to estimate the wonderful 
value of this work, for as the farmer prospers 
so does the business man. It realizes its biggest 
asset is the farming industry. 

Did you know that McLean County is the 
richest strictly argicultural county in the United 
States? The value of its farms is more than 
$150.000.000 and comprises 860.000 acres. 

The Better Farming Association has a number 
of allied organizations under its wing, thru 
which it is operating in the interest of advanced 
agriculture and stock raising, viz.: The McLean 
County Percheron Horse Breeders’ Assocation, 
the McLean County Shorthorn Breeders’ Associ- 
ation, the McLean County Pure-Bred Swine 
Breeders’ Association. 

A Colt Show was staged on the streets in 
October, which was well attended. 

A number of stock sales have been held under 
the auspices of these societies, and much good 
has been accomplished for both friends and 
neighbors, 


The Saturday afternoon agricultural meetings 
have grown to Such an extent that larger quar- 
ters will soon be required. 

It is believed that within a few weeks a 
Home Improvement Association will be formed 
and a Woman Home Adviser will be in the field. 

CONVENTION BUREAU 

The Convention Bureau has worked splendidly 
thruout the year, has been instrumental in bring- 
ing to the city many thousands of people, and 
has demonstrated to all visitors the hospitality 
of the citizens, and it is a well-known fact 
that Bloomington has made a name as a hos- 
pitable convention city.

In October the matter was brought to the at- 
tention of the merchants. Inquiries were made 
and committees were sent to other cities to in- 
vestigate the working and the general merits or 
objections to the system. 


Some good, loyal grocers spent more time on 
the work of organizing and perfecting the plans 
than they spent on their own business. The re- 
sult was that inside of three months a company 
was formed, a building was leased and re- 
modeled, more than $15,000 was spent, and to- 
day Bloomington boasts of one of the most com- 
plete, most efficient and most satisfactory co- 
operative delivery systems known anywhere, 
Much better service, is being given than under 
the old individual system, and at a great saving 
in men and equipment. 

Under the co-operative plan twelve trucks or 
teams do the work which formerly required 
forty, and the work is done much better 
more satisfactorily, .

When I explained the situation to 
them they saw the joke, which was on me, and 
pulling off their wraps they put on an hour's 
program which was a wonder. These folks 
have just come from a tour of the Naval Train- 
ing Stations, where they have been playing to 
our sailor boys.

Every one of their 
wonderful numbers is woven in with personal 
stories from the sailor boys, They won our 
big Forum crowd of men heart and soul. We 
hope they come this way again.

Probably the jitney house will come 
back. The few that are still in exist- 
ence are thriving, and, despite the 
famine in the single-reel market, new 
houses are opening in goodly numbers. 

There will be feature films, too, but 
they will be real ones. Rest assured, 
furthermore, that they will be pro- 
duced, not manufactured. 

There will always be a demand for 
illustrated travelogs, news weeklies 
(and perhaps dailies), and pictures are 
likely to prove part of a vaudeville en- 
tertainment for years and years to 
core. 

Mayhap the pictures, in combination 
with a symphony orchestra and con- 
cert artists, will endure in large cities 
They will if the grade of the pictures 
is constantly improved, but improved 
they must be, for the patrons of these

York, Feb, 2.—Sergeant Mary McAl- 
lister, said to be the only regularly appointed 


noncommissioned child officer in the United 
States Army, arrived in New York Wednesday 
night with ber mother on @ train that was three 
hours late from Chicago. 

“I thought it would be fun to be snowbound,” 
«be said next day at the Hotel Astor, where 
she is staying, ‘‘but being three hours late isn’t 
fun at all. If you're snowbound you can get 
out and shovel, but if you're late you can’t do 
anything at all—you're just late.” 


The seven-year-old Essanay star is a remark- 
ably self-possessed young person, She greets 
her visitor with a slight courtesy that is de- 
lightfully quaint and, without a trace of self- 
consciousness, immediately begins to converse— 
really converse and not chatter. She began by 
telling how delighted she was to be in New York 
again. 


“We used to live here, you -know; I love 
New York.

But, 
of course, I want to get back to Chicago because 
father’s business is there, and the studio is 
there’—as an afterthought—‘Bo-Bo is there.” 


Bo-Bo is her toy Boston bull terrier which bas 
appeared with bis mistress in Essanay pictures, 
which helps her build snow houses and which 
impersonates famous stars, with the assistance 
of its young director. 

“For Douglas Fairbanks I pull his Mps way 
back and make him smile. I make him tilt his 
nose way up for Alice Brady. She has a pug 
nose, you know. So have I, but her's is more 
éa_than mine. Then for Clara Kimball Young I 
make bis eyes big and for Petrova I pull his 
head around—so, and make him look—that way 
—you know the way Petrova looks. 

*‘Bo-Bo is in my last picture. Sadie Went to 
Heaven. It's a comedy, you know. My name is 
Sadie, and I'm eweeping the sidewalks when a 
Sunday-school teacher telis me what a beautiful 
place beaven is, and says you can't go to 
heaven unless you go to Sunday-school. So I 
go into a laundry and get into a clothes basset 
and am taken up to the house of a rich woman, 
who has lots of dogs. The servants think I'm 
one of her new fads, and they give me a bath. 
L don’t like the bath at all. (I do, really.) 
And then the woman comes home and she de- 
cides I'd be a good companion for one of her 
pet dogs."’ The onetime Sadie laughed delight- 
edly at the recollection, 

“But then a wire terrier came in and she 
decided I wouldn't do. We had such lots of 
trouble getting that terrier. The director 
hunted all over Chicago, and at last got an 
ugly deg from a pound. I didn’t lke that dog. 
He leoked sick, and I told the director I 
wouldn't have him. But the director said It 
was the best he could do, and he'd been to lote 
of trouble to get him. 

“That was Saturday. The next day we were 
driving, when we saw just the dog I wanted. 
He was in the front seat of a Ford car, and we 
started to overtake the car. And the faster 
we went the faster the Ford driver went. I 
guess he thought we were police following him. 
But we overtook bim, and said it was about the 
dog, and mother asked him if we could use 
the dog in pictures,

“He didn’t know; he'd have to ask his wife. 
So the next day we telephoned to his house, 
and the woman sald we might come over. We 
took her and the dog down to the studio, and 
the director said that was the dog we wanted. 
And bow much do you think she wanted? 
Twenty dollars a week. For a dog. After that 
was arranged she sald she couldn't leave bim 
without a bond of one hundred dollars in the 
event that he might be injured or become sick. 
She said he was worth two hundred dollars to 
them, 

“So father took her and the dog back to her 
home in Evanston. Afterwards the director- 
general sent for the dog and gave the bond, and 
we took the dog over to our house to keep while 
we were doing the picture. Well, do you know, 
that dog had fleas? We were afraid Bo-Bo would 
get them. We gave him a bath, and there 
were two hundred fleas in the tub when we had 
finished and fifty more in the brush we scrubbed 
him with. Two hundred and fifty fleas on one 
dog! But he was a darling dog. At first he 
wouldn't associate with Bo-Bo. Po-Bo would 
run around him and bark, and he would just 
look superior."’ 

Sergeant Mary has five weeks’ vacation. 

“I've been working rather hard, and I'm 
ahead of my schedule,”’ she explained in her 
grown-up, matter-of-fact way. ‘And now I've 
five whole weeks to rest. I must be back in 
Chicago in ten days, tho, because of persona! 
appearances.”’ 

Her appointment as a noncommissioned of- 
ficer was made as a result of her work for the 
Red Cross drive.

The etar's 
appointment as sergeant was then made in the 
regular manner by a captain of the United 
States Infantry, and Mary has a uniform with 
chevrons, which she wears on state occasions. 


Bertha Craig MeAllister is Sergeant McA!- 
lister’s mother. She was an actress before ber 
marriage. She has some sane theories about tle 
bringing up of children, and Mary's individuatity 
is never suppressed. 

“I don’t want her to be like me or her 
father,"’ she says. ‘‘I want her to develop her 
own personality. So I let her chatter as she 
will, Sometimes she tells all the family secrets, 
but I think children should be allowed to be 
themselves.’* 

The wonderful self-possession of her brown- 
eyed, golden-haired daughter is the best en- 
dorsement of the successful working out of her 
theories,

Dear Sir—I do not know whether or not any- 
thing new can be said in relation to the rail- 
road sitnation, but one or two factw may have 
escaped notice. 

One of the larger railroad systems In the East 
received more than one hundred thousand dol-

lars from ont-of-door shows for transportation 
in 1916, and the dining car service cost them 
abont the same sum. As this railroad men- 


tioned is one of the best it is safe 
that all railroads fare the same, It requires more 
motive power to haul dining cars than all of 
the outdoor shows combined (and if anything ts 
a nonessential the dining car service 1s), and 
no oye wonld suffer ip the least if they were 
discontinued for the period of the war. The 
employees would be needed for additional sery- 
ice at the dining stations. 

Why wonld it not be better to omit service 
that COSTS the railroads millions of dollars an- 
nually in preference to one that PAYS them 
millions of dollars annually, and, in addition, 
pays in war tax to the Government millions of 
dollars each year? 

In 1917 there were seventeen shows outside 
of carnivals that required special service. Five 
of these bave gone out of business, The carni 
vals move enly once a week and require very 
little motive power. In fact, the amount of 
motive pewee required to bau! al! shows bears 
about the same ratio to the total amount as 
the food for canary birds does to all of the 
grain raised.

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PENNSYLVANIA SECRETARIES 
HOLD MEETING AT PITTSBURG 


Racing Game One of Chief Subjects Taken Up— 
A. P. Sandles, of Ohio, Makes Interesting 


Address — Will 


Reconvene This 


Month in Philade!phia 


Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 2.—Declaring that fakers 
should be eliminated, and that breeders of 
trotters should be given more encouragement 
proved to be salient points discussed at a 
meeting of the lennsylvania Association of 
County Fairs, which was held here in the par- 
lors of the Seventh Avenue Hotel all day Jan- 
uary 29. 


Uniess the breeders of trotters and pacers 
are given more encouragement by the owners 
of State fairs and racing men the turf game 
will be given a great setback was the opinion 
of the representatives of the different associa- 
tions represented here. The session here was 
the fifth annual meeting of the association, which 
is composed of associations in Pennsylvania, 
Obio and West Virginia. 


A plan that is now being discussed by many 
members of the association is that the breeder 
of a race horse, after be bas sold his house to 
a racer, and the horse has been entered or listcd 
as a trotter or pacer, be given a small per ceut 
of the gross earnings of the horse he bred dur 
ing the time the horse is entered as a purse 
entry. This plan, according to the members of 
the association, would not encourage the breeder 
in keeping in the racing game, but would get 
others te go into horse breeding and keep the 
turf game very much alive and promote addi- 
tional interest among breeders and others who 
may not be at the moment classed as breede's. 
The number of matured horses turned out dur- 
ing the last two or three years has fallen off 
to an alarming degree, and unless a reme.ly 
is found te check this remarkable decrease the 
fair business will be going backward instead 
of marching along tle paths of progress. 


After several sharp discussions between the 
memhers of the different asseciations as to 
the amalgamation of the American Trotting As- 
sociation, the National Tretting Association 
and the American Trotting Register Association 
the following resolution was offered: 

“Resolved, That the members of the Penn- 
sylvania State Association of County Fairs. 
after bearing from harness horse owners, breeders 
and all interested parties In attendance at the 
association meeting, and after discussing the 
matter thoroly in executive session, are unani- 
mously of the opinion that the interest of the 
harness horse breeder, owner, driver and rac- 
ing association, would be best served by having 
but one governing body. We earnestly advocate 
an amalg:mation along such lines of the Ameri- 
ean Trotting Association, The National Associa- 
tion and the American Trotting Register Asso- 
ciation, and hereby pledge our support in car- 
rying out this plan.”’ 

The question of curtailing the racing game 
this year, due solely on account of the war, 
Was anotber issue that was discussed at con- 
siderable length. The point was decided fa 
vorabliy. however, when W. N. Eagleston, of 
Washington, Pa., offered a resolution urging 
the different members of the assvciation to con- 
tinue holding the annual fairs and races which 
form a part of the county fairs. This resolu- 
tien was adopted unanimously, and this means 
that the different fairs a.igned with the asso- 
ciation meeting here will continue racing this 
year on a larger and more improved scale than 
ever before. 

A. DP. Sandles, of the Obio State Fair Associa- 
tion, of Columbus, O., pointed out that both 
France and England had made a great mistake 
in wae the fair and racing business during 
1916 and 1917, and that unless a committee is 
appointed soon and sent to Washington to have 
a conference with Secretary of the Treasury 
McAdoo the same fate may befall the fairs of 
the United States this year. Mr, Sandles urged 
the association to gnard against mistakes, and 
to act with haste. bat with absolute reason.

VIRGINIA ASSOCIATION 


Reorganizes Into Four Separate Cir- 
cuits Under One Management 


Staunton, Va., Feb. 2.—Because the Virginia 
Fair Circuit has grown to such an extent that 
it has become too large to operate as a single 
cirenit the Virginia Fair Circuit, at its annual 
meeting here Monday, reorganized into the Vir- 
ginia Assn. of Fairs, which will have for its 
purpose the extension of the work of an associa 
tion of fairs, the dissemination of knowledge 
and promotion of the study of improved methods 
of conducting fairs, 

Cc. B. Ralston, secretary of the Staunton Fo'r 
was elected to the important position of secre. 
tary of the new organization, which is composed 
of forr c'reuits of Virginia fairs, as follows 
The Western Cirenuit of Virginia Association of 
Fairs, composed of all fairs west of Roanoke: 
the Southern C’reuit of Virginia Association of 
airs, composed of fairs west of Roanoke and 
sozth of Richmond; the Eastern Circuit of Vir 
ginia Association of Fairs, composed of the fairs 
east and porth of Richmond, and the Valley 
Cireuit of Virginia Association of Fairs of the 
Shenandoah Valley and west of Staunton. These 
four circuits and all of the circuit business are 
to be conducted by the following named officials: 
President, H. B. Watkins, secretary of the Dan 
ville Fair, Danville; vice-president, S. C. Snead. 
secretary of the Radford Fair, Radford; vice 
president, R. W. Eanes, secretary and manag 
of the Petersburg Fair, Petersburg; vice-presi- 
dent, D. W. Lupton, secretary of the Winches 
ter (Va.) Fair; vice-president, W. Conway 
Saunders, general manager and secretary of the 
Virginian State Fair, Richmond; secretary, Cf. 
Ralsion, secretary Staunton Fair. These Ba 
constitute the Board of Directors also. 

The principal office of the association will be 
in Staunton, and will only be changed as the ad- 
dress of the secretary is changed. 

One of the most important resolutions adopted 
wes that positively prohiliting any fair in the 
Virginia Association of Fairs to permit the oper- 
ation of percentage wheels, buy-backs or immoral 
shows of any character. This is in line with the 
work which the Virginia Fair Circuit has been do- 
ing for the past several years, with the result 
that the fairs in Virginia have been practically 
free from vicious exhibitions, 

Reporis submitted by the officers of the vari- 
ous fairs show that despite the unfavorable 
weather in some sections of the State during the 
fair season just past 1917 was one of the best 
in the eleven years of the circuit. 

In the absence of President J. L. Vaughan 
H. B. Watk-ns, of Danville, called the meeting 
to order, and Secretary Ralston introduced W. 
S. Campbell, district demonstration agent, whe 
spoke on Co-Operation Among Fairs. He sounded 
the keynote of cleaner fairs, shows of a more 
educational nature, and more attention to be 
pa.d to arricultural exhibits. 


W. Il. Gocher, secretary of the National Trot- 
ting Association, Hartford, Conn., also spoke 


on the necd of co-operation, discussed the value 
of educational features, and especially com- 
mended and urged the boys and girls’ club work. 
He also urged the elimination of passes, stating 
that the person who gets in on a pass is not only 
not an asset, but is usually a ‘‘knocker."’ 

Prof. M. O, Cooper, of Blacksburg, discussed 
Improving the Premium List of Live Stock En- 
tries, He pointed ont the many defects of the 
present lists, and offered to submit an approved 
premium list, giving proper classifications in the 
live stock department. His offer was unani 
morvsly accepted. 

Hl. B. Watkins, of Danville, pointed out the 
many difficulties confronting a fair secretary and 
urged co-operation on the part of all fair 
officials, 

The meeting Monday was the eleventh annual 
meeting of the Virginia fair secretaries, and it 
Was the first time such a wide-open discussion 
of business affairs was indulged in, and the inno- 
vation on the part of Secretary Ralston proved 
very gratifying to the members. On Monday 
night the Shenandoah Valley Association had the 
visitors as iis guests at the Virginia Hotel.

LOSES STR. PRINCESS 


Big Boat Operated by Cincin- 
nati Park Owners Cut Down 
by Ice—Island Queen 
Also Endangered 


The Coney Island Company, Cincinnati, suf- 
fered quite a monetary loss last Wednesiay, 
January 30, when the ice gorge in the Kentucky 
River broke, causing the sinking of its steamer 
Vrincess* at Carrollton, Ky., and a probable 
further loss when its steamer Island Queen was 
forced out into the Ohio River Thursday when 
ice commenced to run out. 

The mass of ice joined the Oblo River gorge 
and the l’rincess and Island Queen were caught 
in the jam, the latter ramming the [I’rincess 
an) sinking ber. The Island Cueen salled to 
near midstream after ramming the I'rincess, 
and word was received late last Thursday that 
she was in a perilous position with ice Jammed 
high about ber and her wheel completely ice- 
bound, making ber belpless against the ice 
gorge. On board her Thursday was the crew 
of the Ill-fated Princess, whose members were 
rexened by the crew of the Queen. Last re- 
ports before going to press were that there 
was i'trle hope of saving her. 

The Queen was built about twenty-one years 
age at the Cincfonati Marine Ways for the 
Coney Island Company, costing at that time 
arennd $85.000. She is the largest excursion 
steamer on the Oblo. The Ilrincess was bnilt 
in Vittsberg and used up river as an excursion 
stenmer for a number of years, then sold to the 
Ceney Island Company. Beth beats were lal 
up for the winter in the Kentucky River near 
Carroaliten, Kr 

Charles G. Brooks and R. Price Conner, pres- 
ident snd general manager, respectively, of 
the Coney Island Company, have no hopes of 
salvaging the steamer T'rincess, and do not 
belleve the vessel can survive the great presauve 
of running ice that bas been encompassing her. 

Government officials rushed to the resene of 
the Island Queen late Wednesdar and dynamite 
was employed in an effert to clea= her where’, 
Ca tain James Dupuy, master of all the Coney 
Island Company's fleet, who is knewn from 
Mittshorg to New Orleans for bis 
handing river craft, 
of the vessel.

HEARING ON DANCE HALLS 
At a Public Amusement Park 


Albany, N. Y., Feb. 2.—The Conrt of Anrneals 
last week heard arguments on an appeal for 
a final determination of the question wuwether 
or not a dance hall at a public amusement 
pork is a public place within the meaning of 
the Civil Rights law, so that negroes may be 
barred from them. The case was that of Carroll 
H. Johne~n, a negro, against the Auburn and 
Syracuse Jlectric Railroad Company, owner of 
Lakeside Park, near Auburn. N. Y. He was 
refused a button at the dancing hall, which was 
evidence of bis right to participate in the dan- 
ces, on the ground that negroes were not al- 
lowed to dance. He obtained a judcment for 
& penalty of $150 under the Civil Rights law, 
which prohibits dis-rimination aga'nst any per- 
son on account of race or co'or at any thea‘er 
or music hall. The Appellate Division, fourth 
department, reversed the judgment. holding 
that such a dance hall is not a “public place 
of accommodation within the meaning of the 
low, from which the appeal is taken to the 


Lirhest court, 

J stice Foote, in his opinion, said: “If a 
public exhibition of dancing was furnished by 
the owner for the entértainment of those admit- 
ted to witness it then I think the statute en- 
titled the plaintiff! to be admitted as one of the 
andience, He did not seek admission to wit- 
ness any public exhibition of dancing, but for 
the purpose of himself participating in the dan- 
cing.’ The attorneys for the railroad com- 
peny contended that altho the park is a public 
piece the dancing pavilion was conducted as a 
Private place with the right of selection of 
patrons, but if the lew is broad enough to in- 
cinde it ft is unconstitutional as an interfer- 
ence with private rights,

theater, seating about 1,800 and having a stage 
large enough to handle any show that should 
happen to be booked, as well as ably manage 
by someone who has had previous experience in 
this line. 

“As to the amusement park, at present there 
are no means of amusement in the summer at 
all. There is an interurban railway being bullt 
that will connect this city with other cities for 
twenty-five miles and bring about 75.000 people 
within an hour's riding distance of such a park. 
The park wonld not have to be an elaborate 
affair—one could start off on a small scale and 
build as business increased. 

“Sapulpa is the county seat, and, being one 
of the richest counties in the State, one shovld 
not be afra'd the people would have no money 
to svend, for they are well known as liberal 
senders, 

“If you know anyone who wonld be interested 
along these I'nes would be very gra‘eful if 
you will put them In touch with me. Please do 
net think that I am writing this as a monev 
making scheme, for I am net, but feel that it 
is an opportunity that should not be overlooked.”’

“Resolred, That this asecciation is of the 
opinien that the refusal of the State, provincial 
or other authorities to make tbe usual appro- 
priations or grants in aid of exhibitions and 
fairs wonld be a shortsighted policy, for the 
reason that now, more than ever, is the desired 
help and encouragement necessary for greater 
and better production. 

“Resolved, That this convention is of the 
opinion that the railway concessions in the 
way of reduced fare and freight rates for the 
exhibitions and fairs in British Columbia and 
Washington are not as liberal and helpful as 
those in the East or in other portions of the 
West.

Jacksonville, Fla., Feb. 1.—While the army 
of outside showmen of this country have been 
resting up for the past three months one of 
the noncommissioned officers has been most 
actively engaged in building up fortifications 
that will for many years prove to be a harbor 
of light to all outdoor showmen traveling 
South. 

One year ago some few 
boom-the-town’’ sort of business men of Jack- 
sonville, Fla., decided to hold an exposition. 
Done. Who'll we get as manager? Aba, who? 
There are not over half a dozen men in all 
America who theroly understand all the in- 
tricacies of the managerial end of an exposition, 
Dr. B. K. Hanafourde was sought and accepted 
the charge, and altho the exposition was or- 
ganized and erectel in a very short space of 
time the phenomenal suceess it scored not only 
made Florida and Jacksonville sit up and take 
notice, but the entire country started in to make 
inquiries as to just who Dr. B, K. Hanafourde 
is. Veoria lassocd him for the big events (In- 
ternational Farm Congress, Soil Products Ex- 
pesition, Dry Farming Congress, Peoria District 
Fair and National Implement and Vehicle Show) 
h ld there last summer under the guidance of 
the United States Government, and the success 
was so instantaneous that Uncle Sam tried te 
then and there adept Dr. Hanafourde as one 
of his own army of expositionists. 

In the meantime Jacksonville had awakened 
to the fact that it was logical to hold the State 
Fair within the borders of that fair town, but 
they had no grounds. None in view. Again 
somebody sald: “See Dr. Hanafourde."’ This 
was done, the United States Government would 
not be thru with the doctor's services until 
October 10, 1917. “Well,” said the Jackson- 
ville delegation, ‘“‘we can not locate fair grounds, 
build, secure exbibits, get publicity and open 
February 26."’ 

“I'll guarantee all of the above,’* spoke rp 
Dr. Hanafourde, “but I must have the biring, 
buying, guiding of everything that is done. 
Agreeable, gentlemen? All right. Pardon me- 
now, please vacate my office and I do net wish 
to see any of you gentlemen here except every 
Wednesday from 3 to 5 p.m.” 

The above conversation took place September 
15 at Peoria, Ill., and the balance of this story 
is like a fairy tale to showmen. Dr. Hana- 
fourde and his chief engineer, C. Dey, arrived 
in Jacksonville October 31. They immediately 
looked over the three sites proposed, decided 
on one and started In to work. This site was 
a farm. Roads and sidewalks bad to be built, 
city water and sewerage constructed from city 
limits a half milé away, also street railway 
must be induced to build donble-track road from 
city limits to exposition grounds, with station, 
etce., and with all kinds of building material at 
a premium, laber almost impossible to obtain, 
RBnt oth'ng daunted this miracle maker—Dr. 
I'anafonrde—for lo and behold this first day of 
February, only three months from the first day 
of procedure and from fertile fleld of an ordi- 
nary farm, there has arisen a miniature citr, 
containing forty-one acres of land, with city 
water and sewerage, brick roads, cement stble- 
| walks, shaded with magnificent palms. feurteen 
| Immense completely constructed buildings for 
exhibition purpose, all ready for occupancy, 
| with every latest device necessary to show to 
|} advantage the goods exhibited. Forty-two 
counties have already agreed to send exhibits, 
The live stock will be the best that has ever 
been paraded at a Southern State fair. The pub- 
icity has been mightily well handled and even 
the amusements will be attended to by Johnny 
J. Jones. When the portal gates of the mam- 
moth entrance swing outward at 9 a.m. on the 
opening day of the Florida State Fair and Ex- 
position, February 26, I am going to take Dr. 
B. K. Hanafourde by the arm, salaam to him 
and say: “‘Well done, thou good and faithful 
servant.”” And, believe me, you will say there 
is not another Hanafeurde in the whole country 
after you witness what he accomplished tn the 
allotted time. Hats off.—ED R. SALTER,

We shall not contrib 
ute a hundred tbhonsand machines, a favorite 
round figure that has never had the s! ghtest 
official sanction. But we shall make a great 
many for use in 1918, and if the war lasts 
longer our output promises to be adequate. 

Every problem of mechanics or materials 
has been solved satisfactorily with the possible 
exception of one. That has to do with the 
worldwide shortage of Irish linen, the best 
covering for plane wings.

France a similar deficiency has compelled the 
use of other material, and certainly: Germany 
has been obliged to get along without it. In 
sea island cotton we have found a pretty good 
substitute. With regard to the all important 
driving power there is no longer any doubt. 
Our Liberty motor is a pronounced success. It 
works admirably, and in respect of weight for 
power it bas no superior, if any equal. All of 
its parts, nearly 3,000, are standardized and 
ean be made in many factories, thereby insur 
ing abundance and facility of repair. In the 
vital matters of suitable lumber properly sea- 
soned and lubricating oil we have done almost 
as well, 

There remains only the question of men. On 
that point ignorance outside official circles still 
predominates. We need ten men to each ma- 
chine. Fliers we are not likely to lack. What 
is mainly sought is an army of mechanics trained 
for the peculiar work of keeping our machines 
going. ut America is not the land to suffer 
long in this particular. Our men have not been 
backward in mechanical proficiency, and if 
there ave shops enough to make the motors 
there will be plenty of opportunity for appren- 
tices to learn how to keep them in order. 

All this is cause for special rejoicing. What 
airplanes can do in war is still fully to be 
demonstrated. They have done much, but no 
one that has followed their achievements can 
doubt that their real fighting abilities have 
still to be tested. While our country was in 
doubt last spriug regarding the fields wherein 
it would be most effective The Billboard was 
asked to direct special attention to aviation as 
holding the highest promise. The seed then 
sown fell not on stony ground, and tho the 
harvest bas been seen thru a dark glass and 
often presented in fantastic form and quan- 
tity, so that to some simple souls the garnering 
may be disproportionate to their hopes, those 
who have watched silently, patiently and in- 
telligently will suffer no disappointment. 

Disclosures now made are sanctioned, a fact 
which warrants satisfaction with them of the 
most substantial sort. America may not go so 
far as to win the war by flanking operations 
in the air. It is likely to do more overhead 
than Germany has done undersea. 


IDEA FOR FAIR SECRETARIES 


What appears on the surface as a most ex- 
cellent suggestion emanates from a well-known 
Floridian, who is always interesting himself in 
the welfare of the education of children. The 
gentleman mentioned was a guest at the Semi- 
nole recently, and had just finished reading 
an account in The Metropolis pertaining 
to the Red Cross Day at the public schools. 
“Now that suggests something to me that I’ve 
contemplated for some time,”’ said he. “Why 
not have School Children Instruction Day at our 
coming State Fair? I would suggest,’’ he con- 
t.nued, ‘‘making arrangements for every scholar 
attending your city schools being compelled to 
attend the exposition on one special day, 
being called for attendance at the same 
hour that their school hour commences, re.

American Films have come in for severe 
criticism at the hands of the editor of The 
Lourenco Marques Guardian, of East Africa. 
Thru the Commerce Report the text of the 
complaint is: ‘‘The Lourenco Marques Guardian 
in two recent issues has severely criticized 
some American motion picture films which were 
shown here. One was condemned on the ground 
that it would lead foreign audiences to believe 
that in the United States it is a common thing 
for ex-convicts to become chiefs of police. There 
has been reason in many instances for an er- 
roneous fmpression to be created in the minds 
of those who have been schooled under different 
systems of thought and -government, and an 
American, even with a saving sense of humor, 
would not hesitate to condemn films of this

TRI-STATE EXHIBITORS’ 
ASSOCIATION BEING FORMED 


Will Be Composed of Picture Theater Owners in 
Western Pennsylvania, Eastern Ohio and 
West Virginia—A. J. Barthell 
Is Organizer 


Pittsburg, Pa,, Feb. 4.—A movement has 
been launched here to form the Tri-State Ex- 
hibitors’ Association, which will be composed 
of picture theater owners in Western Pennsyl- 
vania, Eastern Ohio and West Virginia. The 
object of this association is to bring the ex 
hibitors into a distributing organization, which 
they will control themselves, and thereby cause 
a considerable reduction in their overhead ex- 
penses, with particular reference to rentals. 
When the formation of the new association is 
completed a fixed circuit for reels will then be 
worked out and established. It is pointed out 
that when the exhibitor is interested in a reel 
he will use greater care both in handling and 
shipping, as it will be his personal interest 
to see that such care is at all times exercised.

CENSORSHIP IN VIRGINIA 


Exhibitors a Up Over Jones 
i] 


Richmond, Va., Feb. 2.—The new Jones State 
eensorship bill, which was rushed thru the Com- 
mittee on Public Morsls and Welfare of the 
General Assembly of Virginia Tuesday, and is 
now on its way to the House of Delegates, where 
its passage seems assured, is claimed to be a 
menace to the interests of the motion picture 
art and industry in the entire South. 

The Jones bill is a drastic measure, and was 
introduced in the Legislature just a week ago 
by J. P. Jones, a new member from Rich- 
mond, “by request."’ The movement was 
hatched out by women of a local social uplift 
seciety and Methodist and Baptist pastors, who 
have been conspicuous as anti-vice crusaders. 

The Virginia Exhibitors’ Association, headed 
by Jake Wells, immediately beld a meeting and 
discussed the situation, and it was decided to 
file a protest against the impending legislation. 
A report was received on the progress made in 
the effort to defeat or modify the terms of the 
proposed law. but it was not encouraging. 
Samuel P. Kelley, former member of the Legis- 
lature, has been employed as counsel by the 
exhibitors, and made an earnest but vain argu- 
ment at the bearing granted by the Legislative 
Committee. 

The exhibitors object especially to the pro- 
vision of the bill which imposes on them, thru 
the fee system, the total cost of maintainine 
the proposed censorship. The board is to con- 
sist of three members, to be appointed by the 
Governor, their salaries being fixed at $2,400 
a year, and will sit at Richmond. In localities 
thruout the State deputies will serve as regu- 
laters and supervisors of the picture houses, re- 
ceiving a per diem compensation. Should the 
bill become a law it can not be repealed for 
two years, when the next General Assembly 
convenes, 


DIRECT SALES PLAN 
Adopted at Meeting of N. Y. M. P. E. L. 


New York, Feb. 2.—At a meeting of the New 
York Local, No. 1, of the M. P. E. L., held 
Tuesday afternoon, January’ 29, at its head- 
quarters in New York City, the manufacturer-to- 
exhibitor-direct plan, which was approved. by 
the Allied Exhibitors’ Convention in Washing- 
ton in December, was presented. I. M. Chad- 
wick, Joseph A. Golden, Harry Rapf, Louis L. 
Levine and Charles C, Pettijobn presented the 
details of the plan for the consideration of the 
approximately seventy-five exhibitors present. 

A motion was made and unanimously carried 
to put this Direct Sales Plan into immediate 
effect in New York City and a committee was 
appointed by President Manheimer to secure 
signatures necessary to guarantee New York 
City’s minimum quota. Quotas have now been 
guaranteed under this plan for sixteen States 
and quotas are now organizing to adopt the plan 
for sixteen other States, New York City and 
Brooklyn. 

Exhibiters beoking units are springing up in 
all parts of the United States for the purpose 
ef marketing film under this Direct Sales Plan. 
The seven independent producers engaged in 
this enterprise are receiving many inquries and 
great encouragement from exhibitors in every 
mail,

New York, Feb, 2.—Combining two -istinct 
brands of comedy for the purpose of ra sing a 
million dollars or more, Charlie Chaplin and 
Harry Lauder, the world’s greatest laugh pro 
ducers, have been filmed together in a 500-foot 
subject, which will shortly be exploited thruout 
this country and the other allied nations, and 
the net proceeds will be added to Lauder's 
$5,000,000 War Relief Fund. 

The idea was conceived by the noted screen 
star when he was entertaining Lauder at his 
new motion picture plant in Hollywood, Cal. 
The plan so strongly appealed to the Scotcl 
humorist that two hours later the camera had 
filmed a most unique comedy. 

Chaplin and Lauder comprise the entire cast 
and the story is a_collaboration of these two 
world-renowned performers. There is only one 
scene in the picture, and during a large part 
of the pantomime Lauder has adopted the Chap- 
lin style. and the screen star takes a fling at 
the characteristics for which the Scotchman is 
widely known, 

When the story was completed the two co. 
medians, with their business managers, Tom 
Vallance and Sydney Chaplin, took up the sub- 
ject of turning the film into money, and it was 
decided that the Chaplin organization would be 
used to further the success of the venture. 

Much depends upon the action of the First 
National Exhibitors’ Circuit, the corporation 
holding the contract for Chaplin's exclusive 
services. It will be the one to determine 
whether it will be a violation of contract to 
exploit Chaplin in the manner suggested.

He told of later 
foiling things upset and some of the papers

but 't had been mentioned at the time to several 
persone, 

Asked if he bad a list of the stolen property. 
be replied that he had none. He sald the mat- 
ter was kept qniet and the stolen papers had 
since been popping un every little while so that 
be was getting a gone line on who had them. 

lie was asked by the referee how munch of 
the strike expenditure referred to had been paid 
in cash and how much by check. and replied 
thet be did not know. At this point Mountford 
made indirect answers to several questions, 
whieh cansed the referee to interject: 

“Are you trying to be facetious?”

Mountford’s attention was next called to a 
copy of The Vlarer, the Rats’ official organ, 
dated December 22. This item stated tbat the 
strike fund bad been swelled by the contribu 
tien of $50.000. 

Mountford took the copy and then called at- 
‘tention to the fact that the item was credited 
tu The New York Call, 

“Was the infurmation correct?’ he was asked. 

“a 

“If it was untrue what was your object in 
printing it?’ 

“It was to frighten our enemies." 

“Did you send that article to The Call?’ 

“| did not.” 

“So you printed the article, crediting it to 
The Call, to avold responsibility for the misrep- 
resentation?" 

There was no answer to thie and the hearing 
was adjourned until pest week Friday. 

At the opening of the bearing John T. HAM, 
former axistant secretary treasurer of the Rats. 
took the stand. It had been Intended to con 
tinue the examination of W. W. Waters, but 
he bas been ill and was still unable to be pres- 
ent. 

In answer to the inquiries of Mr~. Sapineky 
he told of bis connection with the White Rats 
in official capacities and how be often kept the 
minutes of the directors’ meetings. usually 
when Mountford was absent. [He said he re- 
called perfectly drawing moneys from various 
banks at one time and turning them over to 
Mr. Waters, getting receipts. He tben pro 
duced these receipts showing the dates, amounts 
and banks from which the money was drawn. 
They were as« follows:

Mr. Hill eaid he had nnderstood that the 
nnion wished to get all the money in it could 
for something about the clubhouse. That was 
why, according to hia understanding, that the 
bank acconnts had been closed out. 

Asked if he had been acquainted at this time 
with the affairs of the varions subsidiaries, he 
replied that be bad set known much about them. 
Tle did not remember attending any meeting 
of the Board of Directors where these funds 
were discussed. The questioning proceeded: 

“Who kept the beoks in 1910-'11?" 

“Mahoney kent them first—and then, I think, 
& man named Koapp.”’ 

“Were you a member of the Board of Di- 
rectors during that period?" 

“I was one of the trustees and as such could 
sit with the Board of Directors."’ 

In answer to an Inquiry from the referee Mr. 
Hill said there were twenty-four directors and 
five trustees. Qnestioned as to the various func- 
tions of a director and how they differed from 
those of a trustee Mr. Hill admitted that the 
— were figurebeads more tham anything 
else. 

“Take for Instance the $2691 drawn on July 
14, pursnant to whose order was it drawn?’ 

“The secretary-treasurer and three trustees,"’ 

“Was there a resolution of the Board of Di- 
rectors to draw this money from all the banks?” 

“Yes, to draw it from all the banks."’ 

“Did it say why?" 

“T don't think so.’ 

“Who entered that resolution in the minute 
book?" 

““T don’t remember."* 

The referee inquired why it was that eleven 
days elapsed hetween the drawing of the money 
from the first bapk and the last withdrawal. 

Mr. Hill said he knew of no reason. He 
thongbt there may have been no hurry. He ad- 
mitted that he had, as trustee, the right to vote 
on this matter but covld not recall whether he 
voted or not. He said the money conld have 
been withdrawn, he thonght. without the con- 
went of the trustees. He knew of no occasion 
when the trustees had ever held a separate meet- 
ing to consider any investments. 

Movntford was here called to the stand and 
questioned regarding article elghteen of the by- 
laws, which stated the method of electing 
trustees, their duties, etc. He gave the follow- 
ing. Information: 

Trustees were pot supposed to pass on In- 


[ vestments. For the withdrawal of money from 


em ae 


the bank the signatures of three trustees out 
of the five were required. If the records were 
correctiy kept a recerd of all euch withdrawals 
should be found in the minutes of the directors’ 
urceting. 

The referee inquired If the trustees were ob- 
ligated to investigate any withdrawals of money 
aud the reasons for such withdrawals, 

Mountford said be thought they were morally 
obligated. If be had been 1 ‘trustee, he said, 
he sbould bave felt it bis duiy to investigate. 

Asked if the trustees bad the power of veto 
Mr. Mountford said he thought so and that that 
bad been bis intention when be wrote the by 
laws and that that authority had never been 
disputed. He admitted, bowever, that he knew 
of no occasion when that authority had been 
exercised, 

Mountford was next asked regarding the sub- 
sidiary investments. He told of the vote at a 
general meeting ef June 30, 1908, to invest 
$6,000 in the Lancaster Theater Corporation, 
turu the Associated Actors, a holding company 
of the Rats. , 

Asked what the next important investment 
was he said it was four or five thousand dollars 
to promote the Elmire Theater Building. This 
was autborized iu April, 1900, be said. 

Mr. Monntford tben said that on April 27. 
1909, $7,000 further was invested in the Elmira 
bonds. No record of this was shown, however. 

He also stated that the White Rats Actors’ 
Union held 35 or 40 per cent of the stock of 
the Associated Actors’ Company, and that the 
rest was beld by the individual members.

CHAIRMAN SWAIN OF COMA 


Addresses Plea to Director-General 
McAdoo 


W. I. Swain, Chairman of the FE 
mittee of the Car-Owning Managers’ Associa- 
tion, wrote the following letter to Honorable 


William G, McAdoo, Director-General of Steam 


Railroads of the United States, under date of 
January 20: 

“Honorable Sir—As the season is fast ap- 
Proaching when outdoor amusement organiza- 
tions, comprising dramatic, minstrel and chau- 
tauqua compauies, will be obliged to fill pre- 
viously-made contracts, it is incumbent upon 
™e, as Chairman of the Executive Committee of 
the Car-Owning Managers’ Association, to file 
this plea with you, praying that it have imme- 
diate consideration and reply. 

“Information has reached us, thru the press, 
that some ruling had been made by you regard- 
ing private cars. We have interpreted this 
ruling, however, that you intended it to apply 
to private cars that were being moved by their 
owners merely as a picnic or excursion and 
as a luxury, and not as a part of an important 
American industry, as is private equipment 
(cars) owned by amusement managers § anid 
moved by railroad companies in passenger train 
service, 

“Your attention is called to the fact that 
many million of dollars is invested by amuse- 
ment managers in private passenger equipment 
and personal property; also, thousands of bigh- 
salaried artiste have ejucated themselves in 
their art. Therefore, if the railroads were in 
structed by you not to transport special pas- 
senger equipment, according to the customs and 
laws of the land, it would be a great calamity 
to thousands of American citizens, and mil- 
lions of dollars worth of property would be 
rendered useless; besides, not considering that 
one of America's greatest educational and in- 


structive enterprises would be wiped off the 
map. 

“Ll pray that Your Honor consider the 
here-attached prayer and grant the relief 
prayed for without delay, 

“I Lave tbe honor to be, 

“Your humble servant, 
“(Signed) W. L SWAIN, 
“Chairman Executive Committee Car-Owning 


Managers’ Association.” 


The foliowing are some extracts from the 
prayer of Chairman Swaip: 

“Amusement managers owning or controfing 
their passenger equipment are recognized as an 
industry that is an accommodation and a 


con- 
venience to the public. The Federal Govern- 
ment considers the cbhantauquas of such im- 


portance that Congress has waived all privilege 
tax on this particular form of amusement."’ 
“The amusement mansgers herein referred to 
closed contracts with bhome-coming wevk asso- 
elations, chautauqua committees, ant even Red 


Cross societies in varicus towns and ci‘ies of 
the United States during 1917 for engage- 
ments during 1918, con-ider!ng they were jus- 


tifed in doing so, and amply protected by law, 
for the reason of vrariou< decisions by Inter- 
state Railroad Commissioners and the Inter- 
state Commerce Commissicn, Washington, D. 
C., and I beg to quote some of the different au- 


thorities quoted hereafter, and faverubly con. 
sider same.” 
“The importance of the amneement interests 


of the country and the necessity of furnishing 


entertainment to the various commitices thra- 
out the United States is thoroly understood. 
The work being accomplished by the firs of 
the United States, especially those of the 
Southern States, where agriculture! develop- 
ment is particularly needed, may not be thcroly 
understood by you; however, these fairs, as de 
veloping agents, are of immense value to the 
South.”* 

“Practically every fair in the Sent new hes 
contracts with the showmen for frrnishing the 
amusement attractions at their fairs for 1918, 


and wany of them have even now commenced, 
in a substantial way, to prepare for their 1918 
date. The showmen cannot fill these contracts 
on terms agreed upon if the railroads are in- 
structed to bandle this business In an indifferent 
or indefinite manner.”’ 

“In conclusion, it is requested that the Tlon- 
orable William G. McAdoo, Director-General of 
the Railroads, United States, after considering 
all herein contained, cause the following to be 
granted: 

“PRIVATE CARS PERTAINING TO TPE 
AMUSEMENT BUSINESS TO RFE CARRIED IN 
PASSENGER TRAIN SERVICE THRUOUT 
THE UNITED STATES. 

*“*(a) Private cars of bona-fide theatrical com- 
panies, minstrel shows, musical comedies, chan- 
tanquas, moving at passenger turiff rates, an- 
plicable to such business, when tendered for 
transportation over any line, in the Untted 
States, complying with M. C, B. rules. shall 
be accepted and hauled by the railroad com- 
panies in passenger train service. This tariff 
is not intended to specify that said raflroads 
will handle such business in their limited first- 
class trains, unless no other train will shffice, 
or unless agreeable to said railroad. 

“(b) However, it is the intention of this 
paragraph to instruct railroad companies to 
handle such show business and deliver them the 
day to towns they wish to exhibit in. in time 
for them to erect their paraphernalia before 
opening up for business, as per an itinerary 
they may submit to the proper railroad pas- 
senger officials. 

“(c) It is not incumbent upon the rvilroads 
to furnish extra baggage cers to parties, in 
the event the railroads do net have such extra 
ears available for such purposes, out of their 
regular equipment.”’

Arnold Daly and his excellent support is not 
presented in a style (prospectively speaking) of 
more permanence than is usual with the epise: 
ical play. 

Some audiences may find difficulty in accep: 
ing the satirical mood necessary for apprecis 
tion when the great of history for so long are 
being held up to ridicule. 

The coronation scene, with its procession of
